"THE CLAN SHORTER. 


AN INTERESTING TALK WITH THE 
HEAD OF THE HOUSE. 


RARE SCRAPS OF FAMILY HISTORY. 


Sir John Shorter and John Bunyan—The 
American Offshoot of the Family— . 
The Alabama Shorters. 


On THE Train, June 1.—[{Special Staff Cor- 
respondence.J—A courtly old gentleman is 
Colonel Henry-R. Shorter, of Alabama, 

Erect as an Indian, of magnificent physique, 
a leonine head set upon broad shoulders, pierc- 
ing eye and mustache trimmed a la Napoleon, 
and the frost of two generations whitening his 
head, Colonel Shorter is atypical gentleman 
of the old school, scholarly, brave and true. ° 

The stories current in certain circles that, 
as head of the house of Shorter, he’ had placed 
the ban on the candidacy of Hon. Reuben F. 
Kolb, his nephew, created an interest. in the 
man, which I gratified by calling on him at 
his hotel. 


The Shorter family is one of. remarkable 
characteristics. In tracing the fortunes of a 
fanfily from generation to generation, it re- 
volves like a wagon wheel, continually mov- 
ing around. It is found, however, that all 
families have attributes which make them- 
selves prominent whether fortune be good or 
il). 

The name of Shorteris an old onein Eng- 
Jand. One of its members figures in a notable 
case offimprisonment for debt, under statutes 
which werein force within the memory of 
living man. It is recorded that Sir John 
Shorter, of Bybrook, was ler mayor of Lon- 
dion, and it became his duty to sentence one 
John Bunyan to the debtors’ prison for failure 
to meet his obligations. Bunyan, it appears,

He does 
not treat the democrats with that considera- 
tion which Mr. Carlisic used to dis- 
play toward the republicans. Indeed, Tom Reed 
entertains such decidedly partisan views that 
he is often unfair to his political opponents. 
However, as far as that goes, Reed is often 
unfair to lis own men. 

Tom Reed might be termed a bull-headed 
man. Heisspeaker in every sense of the 
word. Any measure that he opposes has no 
chance. He first persuades the republicans. 
If persuasion fails to work he‘bull-dozes. He, 
however, considers all matters carefully, and 
upon reaching a conclusion forces his party 
and the house to adopt it. 


The majority of republicans fear Reed, and: 


even those who are not absolutely afraid of the 
big man make it a point not to cross his path. 

However, with his partisanship, his unfair- 
ness, and other bad traits, no one doubts the 
ability and nerve of the man. This country

 dall, in the halls of congress who possessed the

WILL DISCUSS SILVER AGAIN. 


The Work That Congress Will Do the Pres- 
ent Week. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Silver and politics 
are likely to be the topics for discussion and 
action in the house this week. Monday is 
suspension day under the rules, and on the 
following day the other silver bill or the post- 
poned McDuffie vs. Turpin Alabama election 
case is to come up. The order has not been 
finally determined, but if the leaders, who are 
canvassing republican representatives, have 
progressed far enough in their count to insure 
the adherence of the majority to the main 
features of the caucus silver bill, they will 
call it up Tuesday under a special rule which 
will limit time for discussion and final action 
to probably not exceeding two days. 

The Alabama election case is expected to 
arouse a good deal of partisan feeling and also 
may occupy two days. 

There is effort making to secure considera- 
tion for the bankruptcy bill, and as the leaders 
are disposed to test public feeling, in the mat- 
ter, one day during the week may be allowed 
for its consideration.

Lecturers to the Negroes in Fairburn—The 
Negro’s Future. 

Fatreurn, Ga., June 1.—[Special.]—John 
Charvous, Hindoo and _ cannibal, _ origi- 
nally from the Fiji islands, but 
more recently from.Canada, lectured to 
the negroes at this place Wednes- 
day night, at the negro Methodist church. 
His lecture, I learn, was on Africa and the 
history of the negro race and their future. He 
said to them that this was the white man’s 
country, and that the white race would rule; 
that there are very few negroes in the United 
States as compared to whites. He insisted 
that the negro was inferior to the Caucassion, 
nearly as much so as the Hindoo 
was inferior tothem. That the southern peo- 
ple were the best friends the negro had, and 
would and did do more than any northern men 
to he]p their condition. He insisted that the 
negro’s final home would be Africa, that they 
would return in the times to come. He gave 
the negroes good adyice. Charvous claims to 
represent the church of England, in this coun- 
try, furnishing them such statistics from each 
state in the union as they 
may wish. He is quite an old 
man, being seventy-four fears old. 
His home is Ca’cutta, Hindoostan. He 
dresses in native costume and is a wonder 
upon the streets. He speaks English well, 
and also speaks nine other languages fluently, 
£0 he says. He lectures to all classes of peo- 
ple and claims to be a minister of the gospel of 
the Episcopal church. He hasan engagement 
to lecture here at the M. E. church on Friday 
night next, admission twenty cents, children 
fifteen cents, for the benefit of both churches, 
so he announces in his circulars. He 
is as dark as the Mexican, or darker, 
seems to be well-posted on the history 
and geography of England and the United 
States.

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4 CURIOUS STORY OF OCONEE 
COUNTY. 


“Free Lewis” and His Gold—The Fruitiess 
Search for the Buried Money—The 
Stery in Full. 


From the Madisonian. 

In the old ante-bellam days, when our people 
lived in peace and plenty, the village of 
Salem, Oconee county, was a flourishing little 
town of several hundred inhabitants. 

Forty or fifty years ago Salem was a resort 
for the prominent men of all that sec- 
tion contiguous to the place comprising por- 
tions of Oconee (then C.arke), Morgan, Greene 
and Oglethorpe. A flourishing school of 
several hundred pupils was located there, and 
a few of the old men now 


_living in that section spent their young days 


at this school. As the railroads were built 
in the country, Salem’s citizens followed 
the wake of the iron horse, and her popula- 
tion gradually decreased. At a period just 
before the war, there lived in this quiet httle 
village, an old negro who was known as ‘‘Free 
Lewis.”” What his rea] name was, it. is now 
hard to say, as he is only remembered by a few 
old people as ‘‘Free Lewis.” He wasan honest, 
hard-working negro, and had the knack of 
making rapes and still the greater faculty of 
saving it. He had once belonged to-a Mr. 
Sweeney, of Salem. One day he carelessly asked 
his master if he could buy himself free. His 
master told him yes, and named the price, 
$1,200. Lewis then began saving his money, 
earned at odd times, and at the end of a few 
years he had accumulated the amount. Joy- 
fully he went to his master and paid the sum. 
F from the fetters of slavery, Lewis be- 
gan his trade. for he was a carpenter and 
blacksmith, and by hard work and close liy- 
ing he soon had a small amount of money laid 
aside. This pile never diminished, but, on 
the other hand, daily increased as his wages 
were added to it. 

Just at the approach of the late war, Free 
Lewis had in actual go'd $4,000. This is said 
to be a fact well known. ‘“‘My father,’’ said 
Mr. Sweeney Smith to a Madisonian reporter, 
‘*had counted this money over time after time 
for old ‘‘Free Lewis,”’ and he had just $4,000 at 
the beginning of the war.’’ As the war was 
drawing nearer, and while yet the thunders of 
artillery were ready to peal forth at Fort 
Sumpter, Lewis was suddenly taken ill one 
day and died ina few hours after his attack. 
In his dying breath, he tried to tell his white 
friends where his money was, and all they 
could catch of the dying man’s words were, 
‘*money—in—ground.”’ 

The thunders of war shook the heavens, and 
Salerm’s sons marched off to do battle for their 
country. Gallantly they fought for the cause 
of the right, and many lost their lives for the 
southern confederacy. The war over, the war- 
riors returned to their desvlate homes. The 
men of Salem, stripped of their property, re- 
membered the words of ‘‘Free Lewis,’’ and at 
once began to work for the buried treasure, 
Knowing that Lewis had not a kinsman in the 
world, and that the finder would be entitled to 
the money, the men worked with all their 
might and power. Acre after acre of land 
was turned up by plow, shovel and pick, 
and every rock was upturned, but the treasure 
was never found. Years have passed away, 
whose flying periods have witnessed other ef- 
forts upon the part of Salem’s people to dis- 
cover the hidden treasure, still the spot is un- 
known. 

Today $4,000 lie hidden in the quiet little 
village of Salem, just beyond the picturesque 
Appalachee river, in Oconee county, and 
‘*Free’’ Lewis’s secret is sleeping in his humble 
grave with his mouldering remains. The 
memory of ‘‘Free’’ Lewis and his treasure only 
exists in the minds of a few old people of that 
section, and his name is rarely ever heard. 

That the treasure is buried in Salem no one 
doubts, but the exact spot no one knows.

by locating the Georgia railroad. Accordingly 
I invested a good deal of confederate money 
in ‘Atlanta dirt,’’ which J would now like 
very much to have. 

Well, the war got ‘“‘wus and wus.’”’ In 1864 
Sherman was steadily pressing our beloved 
Johnston down our way and I began to get 
anxious about my investments. One day my 
good friend, Genera] Austell, dropped into my 
office (where Nunnally now is on Whitehall 
street) and asked me if I would sell the Wyly 
house, saying that he had in the vault of the 
Bank of Fulton a box of gold bars, which had 
been assayed and stamped at the United 
States mint in Dahlonega as worth $5,000, 
which he would give me for the house. I re- 
flected that I was a somewhat conspicuous 
rebel, and being a yankee, was peculiarly ob- 
noxious to my northern friends in arms, who 
proposed to visit me, and probably destroy my 
property, which, by the way, afterwards took 
place, with the exception of my residence, now 
owned by Senator Brown, which was spared 
through the influence of an old army officer— 
General Becwith. The gold bars were packed 
in an ax box. I examined them carefully and 
found they were worth $5,000, so I gave 
General Austell a deed to the property, which 
is no doubt of record in our court-house, and 
the building was not burned! It is now the 
Austell mansion and probably worth—I don’t 
know how much. 

The Bank of Tennessee was then on its 


' travels, and was, I think, in the Peters 


building on Wall street. I made a special de- 
‘positof my box with that institution. As 
things became more confused and uncertain 
the bank resumed its travels, and returned me 
the box. In the mean time ninety-five acres 
of land which Mr. E. E. Rawson and myself 
had bought of Dr. Angier South, of Atlanta, 
had been denuded of trees to give range for 
the confederate artillery,and I was permitted'to 
have the wood, of which, I suppose I must 
have had three or four hundred cords hauled 
to my place on Washington street. It occurred 
to me to bury my box of gold under this big pile 
of wood. And so on a Sunday afternoon, when 
Lsupposed my servants were at church—whcih 
they were faithful to attend. I took proper 
bearings, lifted off the wood and began dig- 


| ging the hole. To my surprise Henry, a negro 


whom I had bought early in the war, came by 


a servant of President Tyler and claims, I be- 
lieve, to still belong to me. I did not doubt 
Henry, but having heard stories about federal 
soldiers torturing people to extort confessions 
‘about buried treasures, I thought it better to 
not bury the box just then; accordingly I 
made Henry tote the box to the express com- 
pany on Monday and had him tosee that ithad 
left Atlanta. My recollection is that I paid 
some $2,000 paper for moving that box to dif- 


mington, N. C., in time to ship it on Captain 
DeGuide’s steamer, “‘Lucy,’’ which was called 
the mail boat because it had run the blockade 
ten times, and felt sure of having £1,000 to my 
creditin London. The night was dark when 
the Lucy sailed and everything favored, but 
alas! in two hours after passing Fort Fisher 
the Lucy, with its cargo of cotton and my box 
of gold, were captured, and that’s what went 
with the proceeds of the Austell house and lot.

The Talking and Groaning Tree. 
From the St. Louis Republic. 

We find the following letter in ‘“‘Clark’s Looking 
Glass,” a collection of curious things published in 
1608. The letter is froma Mr. Ralph Bovy, whom 
Clark says is “a Godly minister.” Bovy’s letter 
bears date of July 7, 1606, and is as follows: 
“Touching news, you shall understand, that Mr. 
Sherwood hath received a letter from Mr. Arthur 
Gilderham, which containeth this subsequent nar- 
rative, viz.: That at Brampton, in the parish of 
Toksey, near Gainsborough, in Lincolnshire, an 
ash tree shaketh his body and boughs, sighing and 
groaning like a man troubled in his sleep, as if it 
felt some sensible torment. Many have climbed 
to the top of it who claim that they can hear the 
groans and mutterings more plainly when in the 
branches than they can be heard while on the 
ground around the trunk ; even there the uncanny 
noises fill one with consternation and ter- 
ror. One man who climbed to the top 
branches on a recent Sabbath essayed to 
speak to the troubled tree. Whether or not he re- 
ceived am answer we will never know, as he fell 
down stone dead. One who spoke to the tree sey- 
eral days ago lay speechless for three hours there- 
after, groveling and moaning in a mo&st piteous 
manner. Reviving, he said: ‘Brampton, Bramp- 
ton, thou art much buund to pray.’ The earl of 
Lincoln has caused one of the arms of the ash to 
be lopped off and a hole to be bored through the 
main part, and then was the hollow voice to be 
heard more plainly than before, but in a kind of 
speech which they could not understand.” 

The editor of “Notes for the Curious’’ has made 
many efforts to ascertain the final outcome of this 
remarkable phenomenon; has written to many 
gleaners of the curious in all parts of England, 
but all to no purpose. Clarke’s is now believed to 
be the only account of this wonder in existence.

mettle and bring its best and worthiest work 
to light. 

The moneyed men of the counties named 
are enthusiastic for this general fair, and the 
funds will not be wanting to sustain it; 
and it is notable that the tri-county idea of 
fairs is not confined to three counties, but 
interest in it is spreading in other sections. 
It has taken hold and has stimulated the 
pecple to renewed exertion on industrial 
lines, and ifanumber of these fairs are 
held we predict that they will result in good 
to the counties which may be represented in 
them. ‘The spirit of industrial rivalry which 
they engender will not fail to have beneficial 
results, and there are few, if any, counties 
in Georgia too poor to make a good showing

The old hero 
of the univn armies, who has Jain so long in 
an almost undistinguished grave, has ap- 
pealed to the patriotism of one man, and a 
bill has been introduced to appropriate the 
sum of $250,000 fora monument to his 
memory. 

if this appropriation is made a duty which 
the north owes to its distinguished dead will 
have been performed; but what a sad com- 
mentary it will be upon the promises of the 
people of New York, who pledged their faith 
to make this work their own, and to erect 
an immediate and enduring monument to 
the memory of Grant if his remains were 
given to their keeping! 

The ‘‘Grant Monument’’ has been their 
shame. It was heralded with columns of 
eulogy in the newspapers, and witha great 
flourish of trumpets; but it soon dwindled 
to nothing and drifted into the comic news- 
papers, a standing joke with the para- 
graphers. 

It seems hardly fair that this appropria- 
tion should be made, since the duty is one 
which the citizens of New York have pledged 
themselves to perform as a sacred privilege; 
but perhaps it will remind them of their 
broken faith, and stimulate them to the ae- 
complishment of a work which should have 
been completed long ago. 


The Cotton | Movement, 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday, 
the total receipts have reached 8,776 bales, 
against 13,883 bales last week and 11,505 
bales the previous week, making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
6,752,541 bales, against 5,470,501 bales for 
the same period of 1888-9, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 282,040 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
22,609 bales, of which 17,436 were to Great 
Britain, 172 to France and 5,001 to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 415,000 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 4,498 bales, including 1,062 for export 
and 3,436 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 100,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 117,883 bales as com- 
pared with the same date last year, an in- 
crease of 42,263 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1888 and a decrease of 
128,723 bales.as compared with 1887. 

The above totals show that the old in- 
terjor stocks have decreased during. the 
week 4,509 bales, and are 4,336 bales less 
than at the same period last year. The re-

The increase in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 281,940 bales, the 
excess as compared with 1887-88 is 330,353 
bales and the gain over 1886-87 reaches 
790,347 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in 
cotton for future delivery at New York was 
very dull on Saturday last, and ‘prices re- 
ceded a few points, The dullness and de- 
pression were ascribed to the closing of the 
Liverpool market for the Whitsuntide holi- 
days. But on Monday and Tuesday, under 
the same conditions, there was a good degree 
of activity, and prices were buoyant. 

On Tuesday, at one time, July option 
brought 32 points more than August; but in 
the later dealings on that day about half of 
the early advance was lost, under sales to 

realize, prompted by seme doubts about the 

response that Liverpool would make to the 
course of our market. Crop accounts were 
very good, and the next crop responded but 
little to the advance in this crop. 

On Wednesday, Liverpoo), thongh dearer, 
was disappointing, and this market opened 
weak, but as Liverpool further advanced 
there was renewed buoyancy here, Septem- 
ber options sharing more conspicuously in 
the activity of the dealings. About noon, 
however, a steady selling movement began, 
under which prices gave way, and the close 
was lower, except for September. 

Thursday an irregular opening was fol- 
lowed by a general decline, attributed to 
weak foreign advices and favorabie crop re- 
ports, causing selling to realize by bulls who 
had lost confidence in the future of the 
market. Cotton on the spot has been very 
dull, being held above the views of buyers. 

The Chronicle's telegraphic adviees from 
the south indicate that, asa rule, the weather 
has been favorable for cotton during the 
week. At some points the rainfall has been 
heavy, more particularly in Texas, but in 
general this has been of benefit to the plant, 
which is developing well. 


The Census Questions. 

This morning the census enumerator will 
begin his work, and; as we said yesterday, 
it would be well for our citizens to be pre- 
pared for his coming and speed him on his 
way With such dispatch as may be seemly. 

He has hard work before him, and if he is 
to complete it in a thorough manner, he 
should be given every facility. 

On the card that the genial enumerator 
will present you, are to be found some ques- 
tions which the average American citizen 
will doubtless lock upon as obnoxious, 
but it should be borne in mind that the 
enumerator is not responsible for them. — It 
will be useless to engage in an argument 
with him about the matter; it is useless to 
ask him about the law. He never put the 
questions on the card, and he cannot take 
them off. All that he can do is to present 
the card and wait for you to record your 
answer. He should not be kept waiting 
long. 

The questions that the citizen may regard 
as obnoxious, and which, in fact, are so ob- 
noxious as to be wholly outside the domain 
of the census, he is not compelled by law-to 
answer. All that he need do is to write the 
word ‘‘refused’’ opposite the question. The 
most eminent lawyers to be found in this 
country have given it as their opinion that 
the census bureau has no legal right to eom- 
pel answers to the inquisitorial questions in 
regard to acute or chronic diseases and the 
mortgage indebtedness of individuals. The 
opinion of these lawyers is conclusive. Those 
who refuse to answer these questions have 
nothing to fear from any subsequent pro- 
ceedings, 

The census bureau has wisely concluded 
not to press the questions. The enumera- 
tors have been instructed to note the refusal. 
There will be no further proceedings in any 
shape or form, But in all other ways, the 
citizen should show an interest in the work 
of the enumerators. . It is absolutely essen- 
tial that there should be a full and an aeccu- 
rate enumeration of the population of At- 
lanta, of Georgia and of the south. 

Let everybody, therefore, speed the busy 
enumerator on his way.

The New North, 

An esteemed correspondent of Waynes- 
boro writes to us as follows: 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: If we take the utter- 
ances of leading northern newspapers and suc- 
cessful northern politicians as a correct index of 
the feeling of the north, then a majority of the 
northern people are hostile to the white people of 
the south, and would be glau to humiliate them 
in any way possible. Is not this something ab- 
normal—a sort of historical freak or monstrosity? 
Is it not centrary to ordinary human nature for 
the victor in a contest to cherish hostility more 
bitter and for a longer time than the vanquished? 
The armies of the north achieved more than they 
demanded at the commencement of the war. 
They preserved the union, received us back on 
their own terms and freed the slaves, besides get- 
ting rich during the contest. Is not their enmity 
a cur.ous and almost unaccountable thing in the 
light of all the circumstances? 

In addition, have not statesmen like Bismarck, 
Cavour and Beaconsfield taught that there isa 
natural friendship between people of kindred 
blood? That the Latin races were naturally 
friendly to €ach other; that one branch of the 
Sclav was the natural friend of another branch, 
and that Teuton Germany is the natural ally of 
Teuton Austria? 

Is not this idea uf friendship portrayed in all 
of Lerd Beaconsfieid’s political novels? When 
Commodore Tatnall said “blood is thicker than 
water,’ was it not considered that he uttered a 
truism of human nature? I would be giad to see 
an explanation of this hostility, which seems to 
run counter to all historical teaching and to the 
opinion of the wisest statesmen of the age. 

lt is an easy matter to answer -our corre- 
spondent. The newspapers referred to by 
him do not represent the sentiment of the 
northern people. There are cranks and 
malignant partisans in the north, and there 
are just such fools in the south, bat they do 
not represent the good and law-abiding peo- 
ple who own and control the country. 

The New York Tribune is a republican 
newspaper, and it represents very largely 
the better class of northern people. Speak- 
ing of the Lee celebration at Richmond, it 
said: 

The Tribune has never hesitated on fitting occa- 
sions to denounce disloyal acts and tendencies in 
the south; and it will continue to do so, if need 
Le, in the fu.ure. But for.that very reason, it 
may fairly Claim the right to defend the eouth 
when it is unjustig assailed, as, in onr opinion, it 
has been in connection with the eeremony. of un- 
veiling the Lee monument yesterday in Richmond. 
That the people of the south should delight to 
honor the memory of the great and popular leader 
need not, and dees not, reflect on their loyalty in 
the slightest degree. It is true that numerous 
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similar opinions. The New York Telegram | 
has the following: - Be 

Robert Ediound Lee, tn his day and generation, 
represented the knightly valor of the American 
name. He came irom a family whose courage has 
figured in the country’s annals, and he never 
dropped the djgnity of a chivalrous, American 
soldier, He was the conspicuous figure cn one 
side in the greatcet military struggie of histery. 
He fought at Malvern Hill, South Mountain, An- 
tietam, Fredericksburg, Chanceilorsville, Gettys- 
burg, Spottsylvania, Cold Harbor, Petersburg, the 
Wilderness, and grounded his arms, with the 
remnant of a once mighty array, at Appomattox. 

The amount of courage, suffering and biood- 
shed implied in that battie roll call warrants the 
south in standing before Lee’s monument wi 
bared heads. In the !anguage of Garfield, th 
whole nation should be proud of the heritage of 
Arperican valor bequeathed by both sides in that 
treinendous struggie. 

If the south should accommodate tome of the 
mouthing patriets up this way and view its lead- 
ers and its memories with silent scorn, it would . 
meet omy witha common American contempt. 

It is the same in the great west, where 
Sherman’s sturdy soldiers were recruited. It 
has. been a long time sinee we have seen any- 
thing better than this from. the Chicago 
Herald: 

On the heights of Abraham, overlooking the 
ancient city Quebec and the majestic river that 
sweeps below, is a. massive and towering mcnu- 
ment on which are inscribed the names of. Wolfe 
and Montcaim, the two brave and chivalrous men 
who literally led their armies into one of the most 
desperate battles ever fought, and in which both 
men met the soldier’s fate. The monument is a 
lasting tribute to manly courage, mora) worth, 
intellectual greatness and exalted patriotism. It 
was erected by money contributed by pertons 
whose ancestors regarded each other with a feel- 
ing that the word hate does not fittingly express. 
But they desired one monument and not two. 
And so from the rock of one quarry one set of 
workmen cut the material for the shaft, and the 
hand that chiseled the name of Wolfe engraved 
also that of Montcaim. 

Hildreth tells us that every vessel in the Eng- 
lish navy dropped her colors to half-mast when 
the news was received of the death of George 
Washington. Still the commanders of some of 
these vessels had fought against him and periled 
their lives to put down the rebellion of which he 
was the chosen leader. But admiration for his

No one now 
questions the honesty, courage or patriotism of 
either of them. Each fought for what he believed 
was right and displayed qualities that every 
Englishman admires. 

Teday at. Richmond is unveiled a colossal bronze 
Statue of Robert E, Lee. Several newspapers 
condemn the proceedings. They state that he was 
a rebeland a traitor and accordingly undeserving 
of honor. Butif history repeats itself, as it has 
eince the world began, in no distant future every 
American will acknowledge that Robert E. Lee 
wasacreat and good man. What-is more, they 
will take pride in him and not a few of them will 
visit the monument erected to his memory by the 
peopie who knew him best. Hate is the usna 
cause of a civil war, and the war itself intensifies 
the hate. But peace accepted in good faith should 
be the signal for a change of feeling. The quicker 
this change is effected the better it will be for all 
parties. 

This is our answer to our Waynesboro 
correspondent. A few newspapers and a 
few politicians up north are trying to revive 
the old war feeling, but the thoughtful and 
patriotic citizens of the republic, the major- 
ity of the people, have no ill feeling, no 
enmity against the south, and they are 
watching our progress and prosperity with 
pride and pleasure. 

When we quote a few exceptional utter- 
ances, the genuine American sentiment 
shouid shine all the brighter by contrast. 
Whenever the test comes the great mass of 
the northern people will be found shoulder 
to shoulder with the men who followed Lee 
and Johnston. The fact is, there is a new

Mr. Small Interviewed. 

OapEn, Utah, June 1.— [Special.]—Rev. 
Sam W.Small was yesterday elected to the 
presidency of the Utah university of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, at Ogden. Mr. 
Small came here merely to fill a preaching 
engagement, but the trustees of the university 
became impressed with his fine ability, his 
excellent educational qualifications and large 
energy and executive capacity, and decided to 
offer hima place at the head of the faculty. 
Accordingly, the board passed the following 
resolution with unanimity : 

Resolved, That fur the more active prosecution 
of the work of the establishment of the Utah 
university of the Methodist Episcopal church, and 
having confidence in the scholarship, zeal and 
abilities of Rev. Samuel W. Small, he is hereby 
elected president of the university for the term 
and duties that may be devolved upon him from 
time to time by the board of trustees. 

Mr. Small had been approached upon the 
subject of his acceptance before tho resolution 
was passed by the board and had decided upon 
his course when he heard of the action of the 
trustees. He, therefore, was soon ready to in- 
dicate his acceptance. In order to be assured 
of his decision in the matter, and also to gath 
er information about his future policy, a Con- 
STITUTION reporter hunted up Mr. Small and 
found him willing to talk freely about the mat- 
ter. In answer to inquiries Mr. Small fully 
explained the situation. 

HE ACCEPTS THE APPOINTMENT. 

“T have given the matter the most serious and 
prayerful consideration since the suggestion 
was made to me, and now that the election has 
been made, I feel that it-is a call which I 
ought not to hesitate oqer. I will accept the 
duties and responsibilities of the position with 
an humble and earnest consecration to dis- 
charge them with all the energy and fidelity I 
can command.” 

**What wil! be your policy as president of 
the university ?”’ 

“The first work in hand is to see the univer- 
sity buildings completed and equipped for op- 
erations. Until that is accomplished, the 
policy of the board of trustees will be the only 
policy, and will be determined from time to 
time as the urgencies of the work demand. 
They are able and capable men and I will 
work wholly with their counsel and approval 
in all my preliminary labors.’’

THE SPIRIT OF THE UNFORTUNATE 
JOURNALIST IS AT REST. 


After Four Months Incarceration in the 
Asylum at Milledgeville He Dies of the 
Malady that Wrecked His Mind. 


Poor C. 8S. Atwood is dead! 

After much suffering the troubled spirit of 
the well-known journalist is at rest. 

The end came yesterday, and he died at the 


insane asylum in Milledgeville, where he has , 


been for treatment for about four months. 

The news came yesterday in a telegram to 
Judge Calhoun, ordinary of Fulton county, at 
whose instance he was sent to the asylum; and 
Mr. H. M. Patterson, undertaker, was notified 
of the death, with several other friends of the 
dead man. 

They went to the home of Mrs. Atwood, on 
Powers street, and broke the sad news to her, 
ef her husband's death. 

A telegram was also sent to his aged mother 
in New London, Conn., notifying her of the 
death of her only son. A telegram was sent 
from the authorities at the assylum asking 
what disposition to make of the body, and ar- 
rangements were begun immediately to have 
it shipped to this city and buried. 

THE STORY OF HIS LIFR. 

Cc. S. Atwood was born in New Loncon, 
Coun., about forty years ago. 

When a young manhe started outin the 
newspaper business, and finally drifted to 
Nashville, Tenn., where he published a paper 
for awhile. 

Some seven or eight years ago he came to 
Atlanta and, became associated with Colone! 
John Paul Jones,.on the Evening Journal, 
with which paper he continued for some time, 
and then left that paper and, joining a stock 
company, began the publication of the At- 
lanta Evening Capitol. 

This paper did well for awhile and made 
money. Colonel I. W. Avery was managing 
editor, and the new paper became quite pop- 
ular. 

Mr. Atwood was business manager, and con- 
ducted the affairs of the paper until the fall ef 
1888, when it went under, and the property was 
placed in the hands of a receiver. 

HIS TROUBLES BEGIN. 

From the time of his failure dated his men- 
tal troubles. He was a man of tireless energy, 
and during the last months of the Capitol he 
worked almost night and day to avert the col- 
lapse. 

It is probable that this was the cause of his 
break down. He had a good deal of trouble 
and worry in several lawsuits that grew out of 
the failure. 

Along in February, 1889, he began to show 
symptoms of mental disoder, and during this 
time was seized with a sort of religious frenzy 
and expressed his desire to enter the ministry. 
For some weeks he assisted from time to time 
in conducting religious services in various 
parts of the city, but his malady became so 
violent that he abandoned the devotional ex- 
ercises. 

Shortly after that time he was tried on a 
charge of insanity, but the jury decided that 
he was not insane, and he was released. 

He suddenly disappeared from the city and 
was not heard from until last winter, when he 
suddenly appeared upon the streets, apparently 
very nearly restored to his former health. 

HIS STRANGE EXPERIENCE. 

He was able to tell the story of his wander- 
ings, and it was a strange experience. He ob- 
tained money enough to take him to his old 
home in Connecticut, where he arrived after 
many vicissitudes, in New London, and was 
svelcomed by his mother and sister, who still 
reside there. 

He was given money, but his mind was so 
badly unbalanced that he was soon appre- 
hended and sent to the insane asylum, where 
he was kept during the summer months, and 
late in the autumn, after the authorities pro- 
nounced him sufficiently restored to be. re- 
leased, he returned to his mother’s home. 

He remained there but a short time and then 
started for Atiauta, where he arrived safe and 
sound, and his friends were rejoiced ai the 
prospect of his early recovery. 

He went to work in the life insurance busi- 
ness and made money quite rapidly for some 
time. working with all his untiring energy. 
But he had not recovered. The disease, said 
to be paresis or softening of the brain, was still 


- Sapping his life,and in a few weeks he showed 


such violent symptoms of insanity that his 
family were reluctantly forced to ask that he 
be sent to the asylum. 

That was about four months ago, and he has 
remained there ever-since, where he has been 
given every possible attention by nurses and 
physicians of the institution, until his death 
occurred yesterday, ending what promised to 
be a brilliant and useful eareer. He leaves a 
wife and a daughter, nine or ten years old, who 
reside with Mrs: Atwood’s mother, at No. 33 
Powers strect. 

He was a member of Barnes Lodge, Odd Fel- 
lows, Atlanta Lodge Knghts of Pythias and 
Commanche Tribe of Red Men. 

The body will be brought to the city for 
burial today, and the members of these orders 
will arrange for the funeral services. 

A CRAZY GERMAN, 
Locked Up in the Station-House He Talks of 
His Rich Relatives. 

Yesterday a young German, a native of Aus- 
tria, was arrested and locked up in the sta- 
tion-house. 

_ He was unable to speak English, and noth- 
ing could be got out of him until a man who 
could speak German was sent for. 

He then conversed freely, saying that his 
name is Albert Rentz, and that he has been in 
America for some months, having visited sev- 
eral of the principal cities inthe north and 
west, finally coming to Atianta. 

He said that he got into trouble about a 
woman in Cincinnati and was threatened by a 
mob, but made his escape. He claims that 
he has a wife in Cineinnati, and that she is 
connected with wealthy and aristocratic faini- 
lies in Austria, Afterwards he said that his 
Wife was a negro. 

When asked what he did fora living, he 
said that his peopte were rich and he did not 
have to work. He has. not been in Atlanta 
but afew days, and claimed that he was neither 
crazy nor druuk, but was famishing with 
hunger. 

_ Ws evidently unbalanced, and his iden- 
tity is a mystery, as his statements may or 
may not be correct. His case is a sad one,and 
his insanity is of a harmless sert, from all ap- 
pearances,

Consul-General New, amid cheers, then 

sed the health of the guest of the evening. 

e said it was needless to speak in fulsome 
adulation of Stanley’s achievement ; they spoke 
for themselves. Referring to the rapid growth 
of America, he said the same thing was. possi- 
ble in Africa. In conclusion Mr. New said he 
had been delegated by fellow-citizens in 
America with the yeoman duty of preseriting 
to Mr. Stanley an American flag to replace the 
one which he had borne with love and rever- 
ence on many expeditions,- and wh:ch must 
now be weather-beaten ; also a shield in recog- 
nitien of his achievements. ; 

The act of presentation was the signal for 
loud cheers, which merged into the song “He’s 
a Jolly Geod Fellow,’’ when Stanley rose to 
respond. In ahumorous speech he described 
how Mr Bennett sent him to Africa, where he 
said he learned first, the art of chaff; second, 
that it is not the custom there to wear light 
pantaloons in broad daylight, and last, how to 
choose good soldiers and officers. Then, 
his education incomplete, Mr. Bennett 
sent him to Spain. Mr. Stanley simi- 
larly described numerous other comnis- 
sions which he jocularly said he had received 
from the topef the despot of ‘The Herald. 
Continuing, he said that when he remembered 
how long he nimself had been in Jearning that 
there was some good in Africa, he could for- 
give the English premier for his slight mis- 
take in African geography, and English mer- 
chants for letting slip golden opportunities for 
trade. He had been asked what was the util- 
ity of the territory distant a three months’ 
journey from the sea. Tohim such a terri- 
tory seemed an advantage, because 
it wouid trouble statesmen and diplomats 
in England only-once in three months. Other 
countries had found remoteness no objection, 
and had absorbed territory disipnt a six raonths’ 
journey from the sea. Im conclusion he hoped 
that Englishmen would awake to the abso- 
Intely necessary duties before them, and see 
that tlieir enterprise in Africa was protected.

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BLOCKADE-RUNNING. 


During the civil war Nassau was the chief 
depot of supplies for the confederacy. Block- 
ade-runners plied between it and the ports of 
Charleston and Wilmington, carrying out cot- 
ton and bringing back cargoes of genera] mer- 
chandise. Captain Wilkinson, in his “Narra- 
tive of a Blockade-Runner,” relates many ad- 
ventures which befell himon such trips. He 
was in command of the steamer Lee, and on 
the 15th of August, 1863, sailed from Wil- 

ington to Nassau. 
We passed safely through the blockading 
fleet off the New Inlet Bar, receiving no dam- 
age from the few shots fired at us, and gained 
an offing of thirty miles before daylight. By 
this time our supply of English coal was ex- 
hausted, and we were obliged to commence 
upon North Carolina coal of very inferior 
quality, which made a terrible smoke. 

This was a little after daylight. Very soon 
afterward the vigilant look-out at the mast- 
head called out: ‘Sail ho!” and in reply to 
the ‘‘Where away?” from the deck, sang out, 
‘Right astern, sir, and in chase.’” 

The morning was very clear. On going to 
the mast-head [ could just discern the royal of 
the chaser; and before I came down, say In 
half an hour, her top-gallant sail showed above 
the horizon. 

It was evident that our pursuer would be 
alongside of us by mid-day at the rate we were 
roing. The first orders were to throw over- 
Genoa the deck-load of cotton and to make more 
steam. The second of these orders proved to 
be more easily given than executed ; the chief 
engineer reported that it was impossible to 
make steam with such wretched fuel, filled 
with slate and dirt. 

A moderate breeze from the north and east 
was blowing, and every stitch of canvas on 
board the square-rigged steamer in our wake 
was drawing. The advantage could only be 
neutralized either by bringing the Lee gradu- 
ally head to wind or edging away to bring the 
wind aft. 

The former course would be running toward 
theland, beside incurring the additional risk 
of being intercepted and captured by some of 
the in-shore cruisers. I began to edge away, 
therefore, and in two or three hours enjoyed 
the satisfaction of seeing our pursuer clew up 
and furl his sails. The breeze was still fresh, 
but we were now running directly away from 
it, and the cruiser was going literally as fast 
as the wind, so that the sails were rathera 
hindrance than a help. But the cruiser was 
still gaining upon us. 

A happy inspiration occurred to me when 
the case seemed hopeless, and I sent for the 
chief engineer. * 

“Mr. S., let us try cotton satuated with 
spirits of turpentine.” 

There were on board, as part of the deck- 
load, thirty or forty barrels of spirits. In a 
few moments a bale of cotton was ripped open, 
a barrel tapped, and buckets full of the satura- 
ted material were passed down, into the fire- 
room. ; 

The result exceeded our expectations. The 
chief engineer, an excitable little Frenchman, 
soon made his appearance on the bridge, his 
eyes sparkling with triumph, and reported a 
full head of steam. I was curious to see the 
effect upon our speed, and directed him to wait 
a moment till the log was hove. 

I threw it myself—nine and a half knots. 

‘‘Let her go, now,”’ I said. Five minntes 
afterwards I hove the log again—thirteen and 
a quarter! 

We now began to hold our own. and even to 
gain a little upon the chaser; but she was 
fearfully near, and I began to have visions of 
another residence at Fort Warren. I wonder 
if the ofticers of the cruiser could have screwed 
another turn of speed out of her if they had 
known that the Lee had on board, in addi- 
tion to her cargo of cotton, a large amount of 
gold shipped by the confederate government. 

There was slight change in our relative po- 
sition till about six o’clock in the afternoon, 
when the chief engineer reported that the 
burnt cotton had choked the flues, and that the 
stea'n was running down. 

‘Only keep her going till dark,’’ I replied, 
‘‘and we will give our pursuer the slip yet.”’ 

A heavy bank was lying along the horizon to 
the south and east, and I sawa possible means 
of escape. At sunset the chaser was about 
four miles astern and gaining on us. 

I stationed an officer on each wheel-house, 
with glasses, directing them to let me know 
the instant they lost sight of the chaser in the 
growing darkness. At the same time I ordered 
the engineer to make as black a smoke as ns 
sible, and to be in readiness to cut it off by 
closing the dampers instantly, when ordered.

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THE RECENT DECISION | 


SUPREME COURT OF THE 
UNITED STATES 


OF THE 


Known as the “Original Package” Case— 
Former Decisions Quoted on Some- 
what Similar Cases. 


Eprrors ConsTITUTION : Seldom has any decision 
of the United States supreme court created so 
much public interest and discussion as the re- 
cently-rendercd “original package” decision. Not 
only,ghe press of the country, but the people, have 
been stirred by it. It is popularly looked 
upon as in the nature of a new departure 
and as the introduction into the theory of our 
government of a new and radical principle—as a 
gtep in that direction of ‘centralization’ and away 
from loca! self-government. A clear understand- 
jng of the matter becomes important. 

First, what is the “original package” decision? 
After the state of lowa enacted a prohibitory law 
a firm of brewers in Peoria, Ill., sent some c their 
peer in sealed kegs and cases to Keokuk, lIa., 
where their agent, a non-resident, offered it for 
sale in the original packages. The liquor was 
seized by the city marshal, and the brewers 
proucht suit against him, alleging that the 
seizure was unconstitutional and void, as 
in violation of the clause in the _ fed- 
eral constitution, which declares that con- 
gress shall have power “to regulate com- 
merce with foreign n«t'ons and among the sev- 
eral states.” The case was carried to the United 
States supreme court, and it decides that the 
transportation of liquor from one state to another 
isa matter of interstate commerce which con- 
gress alone can reguiate; and that the right of 
transportation of an article of commerce from 
one state to another includes by necessary impli- 
cation the right of the consignee fo sell it, in un- 
broken packages, at the place where the trans- 
portation terminates. : 

In order to see just what is, and what is not, 
new, in this ruling of the court, let us Lr.efly con- 
sider a few of its earlier dec.sions, en 

The question first came before the court in 1824. 
The state of New York had granted to Fultonand 
Livingston, for a term of years, the exclusive 
right to navigate all the waters within the juris- 
diction of that state, **with boats moved ty steam 
or fire.” Gibbons, the defendant im the case, 
engaged in running two steam boats between 
New York and Elizabethtown, N. J. Congress 
had made laws regulating the coasting trade, and 
Gibbens’s vesseis were licensed to carry on 
the coasting trade under these laws. 1t was sought 
to restrain himonthe ground that he was nav- 
iysing waters within the territory of New York, 
in (oats propelled by fire and steam. In wiolation 
ot the exclusive privilege conferred on complain- 
ants. 

Thus the question before the supreme court was, 
can a state regulate commerce among the states 
while congress is regulating it?yrhe court answer- 
ed “no.” Chiet Justic Marshall, Virginia’s great 
jurist, delivering the leading opinion. 

But, suppose there had been no federal law upon 
the subject, would the state of New York have 
been permitied to enforce its law? In other 
words, is the grant of power to congress “to regu- 
late commerce among the states” exclusive, or 
was there leit a residutum in the several states to 
be exercised where congress had not legisiated? 
It scems plain that Mr. Justice Marshall then 
thought therejwas not such a residuuin. Here is 
his dictum: “When a state proceeds to regulate 
commerce * * among the several states, it is 
exercising the very power thatis granted to con- 

rress, and is doing the very thing which congress 
is authorized to do.” 

Jin 1827 the case of Brown vs. the jstate of Mary- 
eae came befere the court. Brown was charged 
with having imported froma foreign country a 
package of dry goods and of having sold it. with- 
out the licensee required*by the laws of Maryland. 
The court «Cmei Justice Marshall again render- 
ing the ane opinion) held that an article au- 
thorized by a law of congress to be imported con- 
tinued to bea part of the foreign commerce of 
the country while it remains in the hands of the 
importer for sale inthe original bale, package or 
vessel in which it was imported; that the authbor- 
ity given to import necessarily carried with it 
the right to sell the imported article in the form 
and shape in which it was imported; and that no 
state could impose any burden upon him or the 
property imported beyond what the law of con- 
gress had itself imposed. “It may be proper to 
add,” says Chief-Justice Marshall, “that we sup- 
pose the principles laid down in this case apply 
equally to importations from a sister state.” 

The so-called “license cases” were decided in 
1846. Here the naked question, whether a state 

“znat all regulate commerce among the states, 
came for the first time before the court. 

A barre! of gin had been purchased by defend- 
ant at Boston, and was shipped to Dover, N. H., 
where it was so!ddn the same barrel and condi- 
tion as when purchased in Boston. There was a 
law in New Hampshire the effect of which was 
to prohibit the sale of ardent spirits. Chief Jus 
tice Taney held: “Although the gin was an impor: 
tation from another state,and congress has pore 
the power to regulate such{importations, under 
the grant of powerto regulate commerce among 
the states, yet, as congress has made no regulation 
on the subject, the traffic in the article may be 
Jjlawfully regulated by the state as soon as it is 
landed in its territory, and a tax imposed upon it, 
or a license required or the sale altogethsr pro- 
hibited.” 

It will be seen that this decision and all that 
precede it, not only recognize in congress the power 
to regulate commerce among the states, but also 
that where congress has exercised its power, any 
state law in conflictis void. But inthe “license 
eases’? Chief Justice Taney goes one step further, 
holding that where ina given particular there is 
no federal law regulating commerce among the 
states, the state may by law regulate it. 

Right here is where the supreme courtin the 
Jowa case steps in; itreverses Chief Justice Taney, 
holding, in accordance with the legic of Chief 
Justice Marshall’s opinion in the New York case, 
that congress alone has power to regulate com- 
merce among the states. Chief Justice Fuller. 
delivering the opinion cf the court says, referring 
to the Illinois brewers who imported their beer into 
Iowa: “They had the right to import this beer into 
that state, aud they had the right to sell it, by 
which act alone it would become mingled in the 
conunon mass of property within thestate. Up to 
that point of time we hold that, in the absence of 
congressional permission to do so, the state had no 
ower to interiere by seizure, or any other action, 
n prohibition of importation and sale by the for- 
eign or non-resident importer. * * To concede 
to a state that power to exclude, directly or indi- 
rectly, articles so situated (articles which congress 
recognizes as subjects of interstate commerce), 
without congressional permission, is to concede to 
& majority of the people of a state, reprezented in 
the state legislature, the power to reguiate com- 
mercial intercourse between the states by 
determining what shall be its subjects, 
when that power was distinctly granted 
to be exercised by the people of the United States, 
represented in congress.” 

Vhat can be said of the lawas it now stands 
embodied in this clause of the constitution and in 
this decesion? How will it affect the people? 
Will its tendency be “to establish justice, insure 
doinestic tranquility, promote the general welfare 
and secure the blessings of liberty?’’ Most cer- 
tainiy. ‘Yes.’ The fathers of the government— 
the framers of the constitution—well knew how 
important it was that congress alone should have 
the power to regulate interstate commerce. 

In the colonies there was a continual struggle 
for an unfettered commerce. At the commence- 
mentof the American revolution there was no 
general authority over inter-colonial commerce. 
Jealousies and conflicts, irritation and retaliation 
were the natural result. ‘“‘New Jersey, placed be- 
tween Philadelphia and New York, was likened to 
a cask tapped at both ends; and North Carolina, 
between Virginia and South Carolina, to a patient 
bleeding at both arms.” Relief was sought in the 
“articles of confederation,” but they proved inad- 
equate. Conflicting ana discriminating regula- 
tions by states continued,and there was wide- 
tpread dissatisfaction. Hence, in the constitu- 
tonal convention, the school of a strong central 
government, represented by Hamilton; the oppo- 
site extreine tendency led by such men as Mason, 
and the men who took the middle course under 
the leadership of Madison, all united in the 
purpose to confer upon congress the power 
to regulate fnterstate commerce. The ques- 
ti'n whether the merreaiction of congress should 
Le “exclusive” anc “indivisible,” or “concurrent” 
With the states, was also considered. Itis satis- 
factorily shown, in a recent number of The Ameri- 

an Law Review, that the principle contended 
for by Madison—that “the regulation of commerce 
was in its nature indivisible and ought to be 
wholly under one authority” (Madison’s words)— 
was consided in the convention to have triumphed 
Over the “concurrent” doctrine.} 

_ The following are a few examples of state action 

Held void by the supreme court, as in. violation of 
the interstate commerce clause, and they illus- 
trate its beneficient effects: A tax upon freight 
transported from state to state; a tax upon non- 
resislent drummers offering for sale or eelling 
goods, wares or merchandise by sample, manutac- 
tured or belonging to citizens of other states; a 
Statute intended to regulate or tax, or im any 
vther restriction upon the transmission o persons 
or property, or telegraphic messages from one state 
t) another; an act restricting the importation 
of Texas, Mexican and Indian cattle. And how, 
for further illustration, would the Georgia water- 
melon farmers like itif the states of ‘Tennessee 


4nd North Carolina could and should enact laws 


imposing a certain proportionate tax on the gross 
receipts by railroads from shipments of water- 
Melons through those states? But such laws 
— benefit the watermelon growers of those 


Indeed, at this day it is easy enou h to see how 
wisely the framers of our federal constitution 
ave builded, and how great would be the harm 


} elaring unconstitutional and void the 
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not he powerless to interfere in any way with 
traftie therein. | 

And there is certainly no room for the charge of 
partisanship. The lowa case was ided by the 
concurrence of three republican and three - 
cratic parties, (the democrats being Lamar, Field 
and Fuller); while three republican justices (Gray 
of Massachusetts, Harlan, of Kentucky, and 
Brewer, of Kansas) dissented. Indeed it must be 
conceded that, since the close of the war, the 
Strongest bulwark of ‘state rights’ has been the 
republican supreme. court. In proof of this we 
nee«i only cite the deliverances ef this court in the 
Louisiana slaughter-house cases, where it de- 
cided against the theory that the amendments to 
the constitation had )laced the states In subjec- 
tion to the federal government; its decisions de- 
“kukiux 
act” and the civil rights act; and the famous 
Virginia cases which hinged uj on the question of 
state rights, the issue being simply whether the 
&tate could be compelled to certain action by the 
federal authority.
